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Cruise liners and 
attractions pulling 
together can 
boost tourism 

AMBITIOUS plans for tourism in the 
royal borough were launched last 
week. 

Visit Greenwich, the borough’s 
destination management company, 
outlined plans to increase the revenue 
generated by tourism and the number of 
jobs the industry creates as a result. 

Part of the plan is to have up to 40 
international cruise liners per year dock at 
Enderby Wharf, carrying 1,000 passengers 
each from areas of the world such as the 
United States. 

Another is to encourage people to make 
repeat visits and to stay longer. 

The vision also wants to change the way 
Greenwich is perceived from being a one- 
day destination to a two-night, three day 
visit. 

At present, 18 million visits are made to 
the royal borough’s attractions - which 
include the Cutty Sark, Old Royal Naval 
College and the world’s number one music 
venue, The 02 Arena - generating £1.1 
billion annually and creating 14,000 jobs. 

Visit Greenwich is encouraging 
businesses and tourist attractions to work 
together to brand Greenwich together in a 
bid to create another 3,300 jobs and boost 
the tourism income to £1.4billion a year.

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Memorial 
to fallen 
servicemen 


Scroll will list 
names including 
Lee Rigby

SERVICEMEN and women connected 
to Woolwich who have lost their 
lives during their time in service 
will be honoured in a permanent 
war memorial at St George’s Chapel 
opposite Woolwich Barracks. 

The plans, which reflect the wishes 
of Lee’s family and arose from 
discussions they had with the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, will also result 
in a Scroll being held in Woolwich 
Town Hall which will list the names 
of those commemorated to the present 
day and on-going. 

Among the listed will be fusilier Lee 
Rigby, who was attacked and murdered 
close to the barracks where he was 
based. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, leader of the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich, said: 
“We have now agreed with Lee’s family 
that a memorial will be located in St 
George’s Chapel, which is run by the 
Heritage of London Trust. 

“Historically, this was the garrison 
church for the Royal Artillery and 
in recent years has been used for 
Remembrance Day services. 

“The memorial would be sited in the 
garden area and is a very fitting and 
peaceful location. 

“The stone is to be inscribed ‘to 
mark Woolwich’s history as a barracks

town and to commemorate all those 
servicemen and women who have 
served or lived in Woolwich and who 
have given their lives in the service of 
their country’. “A scroll is also to be 
placed in Woolwich Town Hall listing 
the names of those commemorated to 
the present day and on-going. 

“Fusilier Lee Rigby will always be 
remembered by us all, and particularly 
by the people of this borough.” 

Rebecca Rigby, Lee’s wife, said: 
“I know St George’s Chapel and it 
is a peaceful place and I think the 
memorial proposals will be fitting.” 

Lyn Rigby, Lee’s mother, said: “I support 
the council’s plans and will feel able to 
visit the memorial in the chapel.” 

Fusilier Rigby, aged 25, died near the 
barracks in May last year after being 
attacked in the street by two men. 

A book of condolence in Woolwich 
Town Hall was signed by thousands 
of local people, of all ages, faiths and 
backgrounds. 


Minor Cutty Sark fire 

A RAPID response from firefighters 
helped prevent more serious damage 
when a mystery blaze struck the Cutty 
Sark in Greenwich. 

The famous 19th Century tea clipper 
suffered only minor damage to part of 
one of the decks. 

Twenty-one firefighters from East 
Greenwich, Greenwich and Lewisham 
tackled the blaze, with four fire engines. 

It was brought under control within an 
hour, and the tourist attraction was later 
reopened to the public. 

Station manager George Vost said: 
“Firefighters worked incredibly quickly 
to get this small fire under control and 
minimise damage. Crews then carried 
out salvage work.” 

Andy Bodle, the Cutty Sark’s director 
of operations, said: “The rapid response 
from the Fire Brigade to the call was 
excellent.”

Practising for floods 


Emergency services carry out dry 
run plan in case of deluge disaster

A FULL-scale rehearsal for what 
to do if the borough is struck by 
flooding was held at the Woolwich 
Centre. 

The exercise involved the London Fire 
Brigade, the police, the Environment 
Agency, Transport for London (TfL), 
and Greenwich and Bexley councils’ 
emergency planners, who were able to 
work together and review their emergency 
plans for dealing with flooding. 

It was a follow up to the crisis a year ago, 
when the River Quaggy burst its banks 
at Eltham, flooding homes and making 
several families homeless. 

The Woolwich meeting was a ‘dry run’ 
exercise, a table-top simulation of what 
the different agencies would need to do if 
similar flooding happened again. 

The fire brigade would need to rescue 
people by boat and pump away flood 
water; the police would be needed to 
provide security; Transport for London 
(TfL) would have to re-route buses; the 


Environment Agency would carry out 
preventative and remedial work, with 
the councils dealing with rehousing and 
supporting families affected. 

The group then moved to Woolwich 
Barracks to inspect a display of equipment 
to deal with flooding. 

It included firefighting appliances, the 
Environment Agency’s flood response 
kits, buoyancy aids and floating rescue 
lines, and a fire brigade rescue boat. 


THE charity Adfam will be holding a 
homemade cake sale on October 30 from 
1 0am-4pm at Greenwich Market. 

It is being run in partnership with fellow 
charity CRi to raise money for the CRi Aspire 
Family Support Service. 


Chris Young, the station manager at 
Eltham Fire Station, said: “The event 
went well, and was a good opportunity to 
practise what is in the emergency plans 
and learn from last year’s floods. 

“It was also good to practise working 
jointly with all the different agencies and 
learning what they do. 

“The military hosted the equipment 
display, because they would get involved 
if there was a major alert.”

Woodhill branches out

WOODHILL Primary School in 
Woolwich has been undergoing a major 
transformation, and is expanding to take 
three forms of entry instead of two. 

A new, three-storey block with nine 
classrooms has been built alongside the 
original Victorian school on Woodhill. 
This now houses the Early Years 
Foundation Stage and Key Stage 1 
children, as well as reception children. 

A new suite for the leadership team, 
plus a reception area and office and a 
staff room, have been created in the 
original building. The kitchen is still in 


the process of being remodelled to take 
extra numbers, and is due to be finished 
after half term. 

The building works are part of the 
expansion of Greenwich primary schools 
to provide extra accommodation as 
school numbers increase. Woodhill will 
see a class of 30 pupils added each year, 
beginning with this September’s intake, 
and for the next three years. Eventually, 
the school will have 600 pupils.

PUPILS of Alexander McLeod 
Primary School have been living 
the suite life after the school 
opened a brand new IT learning 
facility. 

The IT suite was opened at 
a special ceremony by guests 
Cllr Denise Hyland, the council 
leader, Cllr John Fahy, cabinet 
member for children’s services, 
and Cllr Steve Offord along with 
the school’s chair of governors, 
Daniel Price. 

Resources include the latest 
interactive smart boards and 
a number of Apple iMacs 
which will allow pupils to work 
independently on their own iMac 
during lesson time and at after 
school clubs. 

Pupils at the Abbey Wood School 
got stuck straight into a project 
creating the school’s first ever 
newspaper using new skills they 
had learned. 

Cllr Fahy said: “The new suite 


is a good example of the council 
working closely with schools in 
the borough to improve learning 
resources by ensuring that 
every child has access to quality 
computer equipment so that they 
can get the most out of their 
education.” 

The pupils were involved in the 
school’s decision-making process 
as they decided on a name for the 
new IT suite, eventually deciding 
to name it the iMcLeod Suit. 

Headteacher Andrew Hook, 
said: “The new iMacs will 
play a fundamental part in 
improving the quality of learning 
throughout the school. The pupils 
will be able to learn important 
new skills that will better prepare 
them for secondary school 
education and the modern job 
market. 

“It is part of an initiative at the 
school to develop IT and we aim to 
invest in Apple iPads so that the 
pupils can use technology in more 
lessons across the curriculum and 
even outdoors.”

Help to renew 
Freedom Pass 

THOUSANDS of letters are due to go 
out from Monday (November 3) to help 
people renew their Freedom Pass - the 
scheme that gives older and disabled 
people free travel on almost all public 
transport in the capital. The current 
passes, issued by the council, run out on 
March 31. 

For the first time, the renewal process will 
be online, and people will not be able to 
go to a Post Office to renew. 

Anyone needing help to renew online 
can visit their local library where staff 
will be available to assist them. Anyone 
unable to renew online can return the 
form enclosed with the renewal letter by 
post. 

However, a form will be made available 
for those who are unable, or who don't 
want, to go online. 

Transport for London (TfL) is providing 
space on its advertising network to help 
publicise the renewal programme. 

Posters will appear on the transport 
network, inside buses, on bus shelters, 
tube ticket offices, platforms of the 
Overground and the suburban train 
network. Online advertising will include 
an option to click through to the 
Freedom Pass website to renew the pass. 
Holders of the disabled person's Freedom 
Pass will not receive a renewal letter and 
will not need to go online. 

Their eligibility will be checked and a 
new pass sent before their current one 
expires.

Public's concerns 
tackled by police

POLICE officers were out in force in 
the borough last Wednesday for a 
day of action to meet members of the 
public and tackle things that were 
worrying them. 

They arranged high- visibility patrols in 
Horn Park, Eynsham Drive and Finchdale 
Road, after complaints about anti-social 
behaviour and people riding motorbikes 
dangerously. 

Safer Neighbourhoods teams in 
Abbey Wood and Greenwich arranged 
community meetings in local cafes and 
community centres. They distributed 
crime prevention advice and invited 
people to report any concerns. 

In Greenwich, officers patrolled the foot 
tunnel after complaints about cyclists 
and gave several riders penalty notices. 

The borough’s mobile police station was 
set up in Passey Place, Eltham, where 
officers security-marked cycles free of 
charge, and gave crime prevention advice 
to 400 people. 

Officers visited pawnbrokers in Eltham 
High Street to encourage them to call the 
police if they were suspicious that goods 
brought in might have been stolen. 

Officers also patrolled Eltham train 
station and Glenesk Road, where cars 
have recently been targeted by thieves 


looking for valuables left on show. 

They handed out crime prevention 
leaflets at Kidbrooke train station 
and leafleted 120 cars parked nearby, 
reminding drivers not to leave their 
valuables on display. 

Officers also joined teams from the 
council at The Mound in SE9, where 
they spoke to residents about anti-social 
behaviour in and around Baresfoot 
Drive. 

Inspector Ivor Gwyn, in charge of 
coordinating the Community Action Day, 
said: “I appreciate that there are no short- 
term fixes to tackling crime, but we are 
working with the council to ensure that 
we tackle the issues that matter to local 
people. 

“We need the help of the local community 
to ensure that they provide us with 
information and intelligence on crime. 
We need to know what’s most impacting 
on the public so that we can address their 
concerns as fast as we can.” 

Senior police officers have carried out 
high-visibility patrols and giving talks 
about drugs and crime in local schools. 

Territorial Policing Assistant 
Commissioner Helen King said: “We want 
people to know that the police are here 
for them and are ready to act to make the 
area they live in even safer.”

VOLUNTEERS made a neat effort 
to mark the 60th anniversary of 
the Keep Britain Tidy campaign by 
organising a big clean-up.

'Work together for world's attention' 


BRENDAN MCCARTHY, chief executive 
of the Greenwich Foundation for the Old 
Royal Naval College (pictured above), 
outlined how his organisation aimed to 
improve its Painted Hall attraction - and 
how embracing the Visit Greenwich 
plan could bring international acclaim. 

With 75 staff and 100 volunteers, 
the Painted Hall attracts 1.8 million 
visitors a year, including about 10,000 
school children as part of its education 
programme. 

Having carried out the first phase of 
a project to clean the historic ceiling, it 
is now embarking on phase two of the 
project, which will cost £5.7 million. 

“We’re one of the top 10 free visitor 
attractions in the country,” he told 
the Visit Greenwich Time After Time 


launch. “Our ambition is very clear. As 
well as investing the money, we want to 
improve the visitor attraction. 

“We want to share the information 
about the Painted Hall in a more 
innovative way, share marketing across 
Greenwich, push the Greenwich brand.” 

Making the most of the “02 overlap” 
where, already, 10 per cent of people 
go on from the venue to use another 
facility, was key, as was promoting 
Greenwich on transport such as The 
Clipper. 

“By working as an individual 
attraction we can make it significantly 
better, but by joining up with a 
partnership we can make it an 
attraction for visitors to come from all 
the world.”

IMAGINE international tourists stepping 
off cruise ships into the royal borough and 
having up-to-the-minute details at their 
fingertips of what they can do and see. 

Using their mobile phones or tablets, 
they could step of cruise ships docking 
at Enderby Wharf and be led straight to 
Greenwich’s attractions. 

That vision to improve Greenwich’s 
already successful tourism industry was laid 
out by Barrie Kelly, chief executive of Visit 
Greenwich, to 
a 100-strong 
audience 
of the royal 
borough’s 
tourist 
attractions 
and 
businesses. 

A five-year 
destination 
management 
plan sets out 
to turn the 
area from a 
single-day 
attraction to 
a three-day, 
two-night destination. 

It is called Visit Greenwich Time After 
Time and aims to increase the amount of 
time people spend in the borough and to 
encourage repeat visits. 

At present, 18 million visits are paid to 
the royal borough annually, generating 
£l.lbillion for the community and 
providing 14,000 jobs. The aim is to increase 
such income by 28 per cent, which would 
take the total jobs needed to cater for 
tourism to 17,300 jobs, through generating 
£1.4billion. 

International marketing has already 
begun with the aim of bringing 40 cruise 
ships per year to dock at Enderby Wharf, 
each with 1,000 tourists, hailing from 
places such as the United States. 

He said: “At present Greenwich is seen as 
a half-day ‘bolt on’ to London. We want to 
turn it into a two-night, three-day stay. 

“When we look at websites to visit London, 
Greenwich has four per cent on offer of 
what is listed. We believe we have about 
10 per cent and that we can grab more of 


the London market, particularly with more 
hotel capacity [that is being built]. 

“We believe we can get an increased 
share and have been marketing to cruise 
companies around the world. 

“We’re looking to attract people who are 
already looking to come to London next 
year, to grab them for Greenwich.” 

The strategy to increase the London, 
United Kingdom and international share 
of the tourism market includes: 

• improving the

Visit Greenwich will send an image library 
to attractions, including of pictures taken 
by tourists, so that the businesses can use 
them in their own marketing in a joined-up 
approach. 

“Many of the visitors will come through 
your channels, because they are looking 
for something particular, but we want 
to inspire people to visit Greenwich as a 
whole,” Barrie told the audience at the 
Queen’s House last Wednesday. 

“We want you to put this into your own 
marketing channels, your websites and 
social media. The viral affect is high.” 

He added that London was the number one 
tourist city in the world, having overtaken 
Paris, with the centre shifting east and that 
the population was growing, that The 02

number one music venue - assets to make 
work for them. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, leader of the 
royal borough who also sits on the Visit 
Greenwich board, said this current concept 
of improving Greenwich as a destination in 
its own right began in 2012. 

“The Olympic and Paralympic Games in 
London and being given Royal Borough 
status brought the eyes of the world onto 
Greenwich as never before. 

“We realised we had something to improve 
on and provide lasting benefits for the local 
economy - here we are to mark the outcome 
of that discussion in 2012. 

“We are absolutely committed to 


delivering tourism for the royal borough, 
our residents and businesses. 

Saying that current tourism levels were 
17 per cent up on 2011 figures, she added: 
“The royal borough works hard to make 
sure as many of these jobs go to local 
people. Through GLlaB we work hard to 
promote tourism careers to local people 
and to promote the right skills and training 
structure.” 

The key was to have committed 
partnerships, to use the eight miles of 
Thames River that touches the borough and 
to jointly promote the festivals such as the 
Greenwich and Docklands International 
Festival and Tall Ships events together.

Clinton Grizzle - known as 'Griz' - is a 38-year-old 
from Greenwich, where he studied art and design at 
Eltham Green Secondary School and both John Roan 
and Blackheath Bluecoat Sixth Form Centres before 
going on to further his education and work in art 
and design.
